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Is It 3 an wn Ex Post Facto Law? 

The last and re reason assigned in | 
the Legislative Mentocia why Congress should | 
repeal the Anti-Polygamy Act, is that it is 
unconstitutional in that it is an ex post facto’ 
law. On this point the Church leaders, both 
in the pulpit and in their press, secular and 
lay, dwell with peculiar vehemence. The. 
law is pronounced, in round terms, ‘‘uncon- 
stitutional, outrageous, unjust, oppressive 
and ‘unparalleled, the result of misrepresent- 
ation, and the emanation of prejudice.” 

Having in former articles disposed of most | 
of the Whereas-es of the» Memorial which 
seemed to have plausibility in them, let us 
see what there is in this ex post facto allega- 
tion. In the case of Fletcher v. Peck, Chief 
Justice Marshall defined an ex post facto law 
to be one ‘which renders an act punishable 
in a manner in which it was not punishable 
when it was eomunitted.” Again, it has been 
defined to be a retrospective criminal law, af- 
fixing or increasing a punishment for an act 
vufter its commission. If the members of the 
Legislature who have sent forth their Memo- 
rial will take the law of 1862 and examine it 
by the rule above given, or any other to be 
found in the books, they will see how egre- 
yieusly they have erred in pronouncing the 
Act unconstitutional on the ground of its 
being ex post facto, 

The very terms of the law show that Con- 
giess did not either desire or intend it to have 
a retroactive effect, but to look only to the 
future. The-first section provides that ‘every 
person having a husband or wife living, who 
shall marry any other person, whether mar- 
vied or single, ina Territory of the United 
States, or other place over which the United 
States have exclusive jurisdiction, shall, ex- 


this Section, be adjudged guilty of bigamy,” 
ete. Like every other penal law on the stat- 
tite book, Federal, State or Territorial, the’ 
future tense of the verb is used: and if it 
were otherwise the Courts would hold that as,- 


have a retroactive effect, this statute would 
only apply to offences committed after the 
date of its passage. We are aware that a dil- 
ivent effort has been made before this Memo- 
rial saw the light to impress upon the people 


of Utah that plural marriages solemnized be- 
fore the passage of the law were as obnoxious 
to its provisions as those contracted after- 
wards. We understand nlso that the Act has

If it is 
unnsual, outrageous, or unconstitutional, no- 
body outsitle of Utah has ever yet found it 
out, while the puvishment affixed to the crime 
is lighter than that of most other States, or 
of Great’ Britain. Regarding the penalty, it 
is clear that no person could be punished un- 
der this law for the crime of bigamy or po-, 
lygamy, committed prior to its. passage. | 
Whether polygamy was an offence in Utah 
before the enactment of this law, and if so 
could..he punished now by the Courts, is 
another question about which many may well 
differ. . But the Act of July lst, 1862, neither 
in its letter, spirit, scope nor intendment, 
can be construed to lay a penalty on any 
deed done before its passage, and hence can 
in no sense he correctly, plausibly or decently 
characterized as an ex post facto law. Let
